In the course of preparing the continuation-in-part application 
filed March 23, 1989, it was discovered that new matter added to ^ 
and claimed in the continuation-in-part application required that 
the inventorship of the parent application be amended. . 
Particularly, on or about March 10, 1989, it was found that 
subject matter concerning "navigation" in the service to which 
the invention relates, described under the heading "Navigation 
Interface" of the continuation-in-part application, required that 
James A. Galambos be included as an inventor. This matter had 
been excluded from the parent application when filed on the 
belief that it was not part of the method aspect of the 
invention, which omission has been sought to be corrected in the 
continuation-in-part application . 
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Still further, on or about March 17 , 1989, it was further 
found that subject matter concerning the structure of messages 
communicated within the network in accordance with the invention 
as described under the heading "Network Messages" of the 
continuation-in-part application require the Aldo R. Dalsass and 
Florence L. Wong be included as inventors. The matter regarding 
message structure had been excluded for the parent application 
when filed on the belief that it was not part of the method 
aspect of the invention, which omission has been sought to be 
corrected in the continuation-in-part application. 

Applicant's respectfully submit that required amendment to the 
list of inventors arose as a result of errors on the part of the 
actual inventors in connection with the filing of the parent 
application without any deceptive intentions, and that Applicants 
have sought to diligently and promptly correct such errors in the 
continuation-in-part application . 

Applicants are aware that willful false statement and the like 
are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both (18 U.S.C. 1001) 
and may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent 
issuing thereon. Applicants state that all statements made of their 
own knowledge are true and that all statements made on information 
and belief are believed true.

Applicants respectfully request that they be permitted to make declaration 
with respect to their Petition to Amend Inventorship by less than all 
inventors because certain inventors can not be reached after diligent effort.
